Dr, J. R, Trwin says that one of the
biest and most pleasant things that can be
used to rclieve toothachoe is chowing oin-
namon bark. It destroys the sensibility
of the nerves and suspends the rnin im.
mediately, if the bark is of good
quality.

To relieve pain, a cloth wrung out in
either hot or eold water and applied to
any aching part will almost invariably
bring relief in & short time. The eloth
should be changed often if hot water
is used, und a folded flannel laid over
the wet ¢lath to keep the outer garments
from becoming too damp,

The Cotton Rat.

The cotton rat, says n correspondont
of the (ounfry Gentleman, Is about the
size of the common ground gquirrel. The
tail is shorter than the body, and the
ears are broad and roundea. The color
above is dark yollowish brown; benesth,
nshiv, The head and body moasure six
inches in longth, This is the common
wood and ficld rat of the South, being
found abundantly in all the States south
of Virginia, and westward into Mexico.
It is & nocturnal species, although seen
abroad at all hours. 1t digs shallow bur-
rows in the ground, often twenty-five
yards in length, each of which is in-
habited by a single family. This rat
builds a nest of graes, or at times of cot-
ton—hence its name—and brings forth
from four to six young several times
dluring the year. The young attain their
full growth in less than five months, It
runs rapidly, and is an excellent
swimmer and diver, like tho
wood rats generally. This is a grogari-
ous species, large numbers being always
found near together. They make beaten
paths, which muy be found leading in
every direotion in old fields where the
rats are numerous,

had, the last tragic scene in hisevent-
ful life would in all probability pever
have been written, On the banks of the
Rio Pecos, in oue of the most besutiful
apots in the valley, Fort Sumner was
bullt. Tt was fora long time an fmport-
ant post, sod was at one period the res-
ervation for the exploits of Kit Carson
and his old comrnde hunter, Indian
fighter and trapper Maxwell,

The post, with ita magnificent or-
chards, viaeyards, grand aveoues of als-
medas (cottonwpods) lioing ita ap-
proaches, fine buitdings. ¢te., was finslly
abandoned by the government, and was
purchased Sy Maxwell, who had married
4 wealthy Spanish lady, obtaining by
the union possession of the colebrated
Mazwell land grant. Here he lived,
-swrrounded by his fumily, peons, retain-
ers and vast herds. He llEl:l]. leaving a
widow and severnl sons and daughtors,
the Iatter being cducated and necom-
plished, and famous for beauty that
springs from an sdmixture of American
and Castillian blood, The pisco is now
called Bosque Hedonps (round grove),
and is atill owned and ocoupied by the
surviving wembers of the Muxwell fam-
ily. A few miles below this hacienda
commencas the Clilselm ruoge, During
Billy's sojourn in this valley he was often
nt Maxwell's, and his handsome presence,
dushing gallastry, and complete master
of Spanish gave him the free entree of
the family cirele, One of the daughters
was at the thoe sixteen years of age,
just budding into womanhood, with
that lawguishing. wopical volunluous-

heels togrether, and to remain in this re-
frigerating posture for twenty-four hours
without food or drink; and from the
full execution of their sentence nothing
except the intercessions of their masters
and their own penitent humility relieved
them.

In 1728, the town of Boston was star-
tled by a nocturnal duel upon the com-
mon which is likely to remain {n the
memory of men as long as that which is
forever nssocinted with the commanding
intellect and untimely fate of Alexander
Hamilton; for Benjamin Woodbridge,
the young man who fell in this duel, lies
buried in a cemetery which is so rich in
historic dust that it must always be an
object of pilgrimage; and upon his grave
an immortal rose hns been dropped, as
every render of one of the most fascinat-
ing books in American literature will
recollect, by the hand which was after.
wards linked at the altar with that of the
autocrat of the breakfast table, Henry
Phillips, the slayer of Wondbridge, fled
to France, where he died shortly after-
ward ; and the abhorrence which his
crime excited in Boston sssumed & char.
aeteristic form. The Reverend Doctor
Sewell, of the old South, delivercd a dis,
course which kept the sands for an un-
conscionable duration of time in n state
of monotonous transition from one end
of the hour-glass to the other; and a
savage law was enacted, which declared,
among other things, that the body of a
person killed in a duel shonld be buried
pear the usual place of execution with a

 sume fate should bLe reserved for the
body of the survivor after he had beun
| duly convicted and punished.

cent, of the crabs are killed by a thun
der storm. But if they are put inthe
ice house'and can only hear the slight
rumble of the thunder, we do not lose so
many, Every dealer in soft shell crabs,
the minute he sees the sky overoast,
bundles his crates of soft erabs into his
thickest ice box, and until the storm
ksses over speculutes upon his proballe
oss by the rumbling thunder,”—New
York Sun.

Clay fish, various insects, wontided birds
and rats and mice, all coter largely into
its dietary. It will kill a Florida rat of
twice its size in o few scconds, and so
pugnacious is it that in captivity it will
destroy every rat and mouse put into its
cage, and even ”ﬁkar individuals of its
own species, It'is also very fond of
eggs, and destroys numbers of nests of

the quail and other birds which build | gjq

their nests upon the ground,

The cotton rat has a host of encmica
to keep down its numbers, several speeies
ol birds and mammals feeding nlmost ex-
clusively upon it in the States in which
it is common. All the earnivorous ani-
mals prey upon it and all the weasels are
its inveterute foes. Hawks of many
species, sspecially the marsh hawk, feed
largely upon it, und it feeds the young
of all the large owls found in the South-
ern States. This species is easily cap-
tured in wire, steel or box traps; the
traps should Le bnited with a plece of
meat, or the head of n fowl, and be set
overnight: but the destruction of this
rat, except in rare instances, is worse
than useless, the unimal doing far more
good than harm to thoe farmer. It
breeds readily in captivity, and becomes
tame in confinement, and familinr with
those who feed and caress it.
